Lawson's lie, if it was that, was then not t© 
hide the fact, which he could not, that he ordered the bubbletop 
offj but to conceal the fact that there was anxiety in Dallas as 
to whether they would be able to get the bubbletop off, that a 
special call was made to get permission to remove the bubbletop* 

Kte ll&rman thought the bubbletop might have made some difference. 

The assassins had to think of this too, there would have been 
glare, obscuring of target, deflection and a perfect record of

Switch now to Marion Baker's testimony. You will find a blockbuster 
buried in it* Baker states that he and his partner (and as you will 
see two other officers ) were scheduled to ride beside the President ’ s 
car. It was not until about 5 t® 10 minutes before; the motorcada 
departed from Love Field that Baker received orders from his sargeant 
to fallback behind the press cars* putting those four officers way . 
to hell and gene ©ut of the way when the shots were fired. 

Baker had gene into the effice at 8 that morning. His erders were 
still t© ride behind the car . There -were eight off icers scheduled 
to ride th® President Is car , four at . the; sides and. four behind. 

(See Capt.: Lawrence’ s assignment :'siieet s )• *y- -.Capl?..' Lawrence testifies 
that it was a Secret Service Agent, whise ; name he doesn't say (it 
was Lawson as we see from police documents in the exhibits'), whe 
, suggested that the four./ -off icers he pulled of f the car, the sides 
of the car. .^He reason given t® Lawrence for pulling the officers 
off the sides of the car was that it would enable t'h® officers at 
the back of the car to rush up£ Obviously there would be n© need 
,th#a t* rush up if officers were already at the sides of the 
car. Greer states in his testimony that it was customary for motor- 
cycle officers' to ride at the front and at the back ef the President ' s 
car. But instead ef moving the of f ic ers at the sides of the car up 
in front of it, they were removed from the vicinity of the car at all. 
Captain Lawrence states he get this information on the 21st and 
called his sargeants that night. Yet when Baker reported in at 8 
o’clock en the morning of the 22nd his assignment was still t® rid® 

.the sides of the car. His sargeant came and t eld him; the assignment 
was changed only about 10 minutes before the motorcade left Love Field.
